/ 'Antioch*s Mayor Ray Toft thinks that the 
Oakwood Knolls drainage ditch problem will 
cost '*a lot more than $150,000," aL its com- 
pletion, and he is looking for the finality to be 
"quite a way down the road.'" . ' 

"Tile or some kind of a drainage ditch will 
have to he eventually run all the way under 
the railroad, down by the oldjumber yard to 
Sequoit Creek," he added. 

The problem surfaced at a recent village 
board meeting and if concerns a 15 foot by 15 
foot drainage ditch that presently, contains 
about 10 feet of storm sewer drainage water 
that flows from aboui two-thirds of the 
properly in Oakwood Knolis. 

"We haven't had that many complaints or 
problems up to now," TofLsaid. 

"It's just that Realtor Mike Warren has a 
purchaser for four acres of the property and 
the purchaser doesn't want the ditch on his 
property." Toft remarked. 

According to the mayor, -the. present 
drainage ditch that runs south off of North 
Ave., wcsl of the homes on Garys Dr.. was 
put in ("Not while I was in office," Toft was 
quick to say.) sometime in the late 1970's. 

AJ that time the developer of that properly 
wanted the ditch located there with in- 



tentions of putting in relent lonponds because 
of plans for a large home deveopment there. 

Those plans never materialized and the 
open drainage ditch is left with some of the 
surrounding property owners afraid of sub- 
sequent danger for the area children. 

it also seems that, at the time of the* 
present ditch's inception, the village failed to 
get a proper easentienl with a legal property 
description on it signed. 

To solve the immediate problem; the 
village boai'd has instrucled Village Ally. 
Ken Clark to meet with Warren and the pur^. 
chaser for negotiations which are expected 
to rtJsult'in eithfer putting tile under the ditch 
or moving it all together. 

Village Trustee Claudette Skvarce was up- 
set at the immediate approximated cost of 
$150,000 and tlTe discussion that ensued at the 
board meeting on paying for the project with 
a possible special assessment on the proper- 
ty that is serviced by the drainage ditch. 

"Thevillagejustcan'jt make a mistake and 
expect the propertyx)wners.t6payior it," she 
said. 

But Toft also said that hedidn't think thaLa 
spetial assessment was the arisvver. 

Clark said that he expected to meet .with 
Warren and the proposed purchaser within 
the next few weeks.

It vyill not cure itself and it 
is more than a cosmetic 
problem. If not corrected by 
age six, it may be too late 
for the child to learn to 
use both eyes together for 

'normal vision.
